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CURRENT TRENDS 
Week Znding 24 Nov 1945 


The admission rete for All Causes rose again this week to the highest rate bo be reported since 11] Aug. 
1945, standine slightly below the level for that week. This rate 605 compres unfavorably with the rste 
567 for the corremonding period of 1944, The rate (1994), reported by the 9th District,was the highest to 
be reported since the week of 7 Apr 1945; the lowest rate (365) wes reported by the Potomac and Severn River 
Commands. 


The rate for Hespiratory Diseases continues to rise. This rate 237.8 compares unfavorably with the rate 
156.0 for the corresnonding week of 19:4, The trend was upwerd in all districts exceot the 7th, Sth, llth, 
and 13th, The highest rate (492.9) wes revorted by the 9th District; the lowect rate (81.4) was reported by 
the 7th District. 


INFLUENZA AND CATARRHAL FEVSR, ACUTS, The rete for these infections, which rose agein this week, stands 
intermediate with the retes for the weeks of March 3 and March 10, 1945. Tiis rate 159.9 compares unfevoredly 
with the rate 100.% for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (321.9) wes reported by the 5th 
District; the lowest: rate (56.%) was revorted by the 7th District. 


PNEUMONIA--3RONCHO AND LOBAR, For the pest four weeks, the rates for these infections heve fluctuated 
between 1.7 and 2.7. The rate for this week is reported at 1.9 which comsres favorebly with the rate 2.0 
for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest rate (4.8) was revorted by the 9th District. The lth, 
7th, and 8th Districts and the Potomec and Severn River Commands revorted no cases. 


PNEUMONIA, ATYPICAL. There was a slight decrease in the admission rate this week, Thie rete 2.4 compnres 
favorebly with the rate 4.0 for the corresponding week of 1944, The etypical pneymonia rete stands above the 
oneumonia--broncho and lobar rate for this week. The highest rate (5.4) was reoorted by the llth District. 

The 7th District reported no ceases. 


TONSILLITIS AND PHARYNGITIS, ACUTE, A decided increase wes noted this week in the admission rate for 
these diseeses, The curve stends well above the curve for the corresponding period of 1944, The highest 
rates (141.8 and 198.1) were revorted by the 5th and 9th Districts resnectively; the lowest rete (14.5) 


wes reported by the 6th District. 


SCARLET FEVER, A slight decreese wes revorted in the admission rate for this diseese, The curve stands 
intermediate with the curves for the corresvonding veriod of 1943 and 1944, The trend wes upwerd in the 3ré, 
9th, llth, end leth Districts and the Potomec and Severn River Commands. Of the seven districts revorting 
cases, the 9th District showed the highest rate of (57.0). 


CEREBROSPINAL FEVER, MENINGOCOCCIC, The admission rate for this disease was revorted again this week 
at 0,1. The curve stands at the level of the curve for the corresponding period of 19/4, Only two districts 


reported cases, the 6th and the 9th Districts, with the 6th District reportins the highest rate of (0.9). 


MEASLES. A slight rise was indicated in the admission rete thie week, This rete 2.8 compares 
unfevorebly with the rates 2.6 and 1.2 for the corresvonding week of 1942 and 1943 resvectively, while a 
favorable comparison is indicated in the rete 3.0 for the same period for 1944, The highest rate (8.1) was 
reported by the llth District. The lst, 3rd, 6th, and 7th Dietricte and the Potomac and Severn River 
Commands renorted no cases.
